They will come before the 
1939 Legislature for second passage, 
after a new group of Senators and 
Representatives have been elected. 
Three other c o n s t i t u t i o n a l 
amendments proposed in the first 
day of the current special session 
by Senator George W. Woodward, 
Republican, of 
Philadelphia,

might come before the 1939 Legis­
